(c) Keeps or uses any place for the purpose of animal fighting, or
manages or accepts paynent of adm ssion to any place kept or used for
the purpose of animal fighting;

(d) Suffers or permts any place over which the person has
possession or control to be occupied, kept, or used for the purpose of
an exhibition of animal fighting; or

(e) Takes, leads away, possesses, confines, sells, transfers, or
receives a stray animal or a pet aninmal, with the intent to deprive the
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owner of the pet aninmal, and with the intent of using the stray animm

or pet aninal for animal fighting, or for training or baiting for the
pur pose of animal fighting.

(3) Nothing in this section ((may)) prohibits the foll ow ng:

(a) The use of dogs in the managenent of |ivestock, as defined by
chapter 16.57 RCW by the owner of the |ivestock or the owner's
enpl oyees or agents or other persons in |awful custody of the
I i vest ock;

(b) The use of dogs in hunting as permtted by |aw, or

(c) The training of animals or the use of equipnment in the training
of animals for any purpose not prohibited by |aw

(4) For the purposes of this section, "aninmal" neans dogs or nmle
chi ckens. "

Breeds, buys, sells, advertises, or offers for sale any animal with
the intent that the animal will be used for fighting;

Participates in, advertises, or perfornms any service in the
furtherance of an animal fight;

Transports spectators to an animal fight or accepts paynent for
adm ssion to an animal fight;

Keeps or uses a place for animal fighting or allows a place to be
used for animal fighting;

Serves as a stakehol der for any noney wagered on an animal fight;
and

Takes or receives a stray or pet animal with the intent of using
the stray animal or pet animal for animal fighting or for training or
baiting for animal fighting.

Renoves the specific provision making it a crine to be a spectator
at an aninmal fight (participation in an animal fight remains a crimnal
of f ense).

Defines "aninmal" to nmean dogs or nale chickens.
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
